; In this stirring instalment of the Gordons’ adventures.

Dark shadows were seen 
creeping ‘back from the 
fringes of the Grand Bois 
de Cambron.

It was nearly three 
o’clock on the morning of 
June 4, 1940.

Among. the corn and 
behind the hedgerows the 


Gordon Highlanders lay - 


waiting for their first big- 
seale attack.

Charging with sired bayonets, 
“Cc” Company carried the machine- 
gun posts ‘on the’ outskirts of the 
wood.

RICE MONOPOLY 


THE joint decision of the Hong- 
kong Government and the Shanghal 
Municipat Council to achieve a 
monopoly of rice imports and exports 
in thelr respective ports is drastic, 
but will be generally opplauded. 
Wholesale merchants have heen 
given plenty of opportunity of con- 
‘forming to regulations and thereby 
retaining thelr business; but because 
of their greed and unscrupulous be- 
haviour some have forfeited the con- 
fidence of both Government ond 
public alike, 

The suppression of legitimate 
private enterprise has never been the 
policy of the Colony’s authorities; if 
anything the tendency has been to 
pander to these interests without in- 


sf “quiring too-closely into the manner in 


which the public elther benefits or 
suffers. In the case of the whole- 
sale rice dealers, however, it is clear 
that the time has come when strong- 


‘arm action is necessary. All sections 


of the community are being vic- 
timised, although the under-privi- 
leged Chinese classes are made to 
suffer the keenest because rice is 
thelr staple food. This paper whole- 
heartedly ° supports _ Government's. 
corrective action, at the same time 
insisting that .vigorous measures 
must, [If neccesary, be applied to 
ensure that the desired results of ‘the 
monopolistic scheme are achieved, 
Latest official statements indicate 
that Government will sell to retailers 
at the lowest prices ‘possible, thus 
helping to bring the different grades 
of rice within the purses of oll. This 
is not the whole of the problem. 
Allegations have been frequently 
made of late that dealers are ‘mixing 
‘the grades, attempting to sell the 
lower grades when the best type of 
rico has been requested, and general- 
ly spenking to exact the utmost pro- 
At from purthasers who find them- 
selves helpless. to obtain redress or 
satisfaction. * 
If this sort of thing’ continues after 
the inception of the officinl monopoly 
scheme, the next step must be to sot 
up Government ‘distributing centres 
where customers can’ be rure that

It was nearly three 
o'clock on the morning of 
June 4, 1940.

Charging with fixed’ bayonets,

The N.C.O. in charge tmmedtate- 
ly shot all three Germans, It was

Gradually all the ‘platoon 
gat into position.on the far 
side of the wood.
